CHAPTER  I. 

AN  ACT  to  enable  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  take  possession  of  the 
territories  ceded  by  France  to  the  United 
States^  by  the  treaty  concluded  at  Paris ^ 
on  the  thirtieth  of  Aprils  last  ;  and  Jor 
the  temporary  goiiernment  thereof. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatii)es  of  the  United  States 
of  America^  in  Congress  assembled.,  That 
the  Preside Qt  of  the  United  States  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  authorised  to  take  possession  Louisiana

oi,  and  occupy  the  territory  ceded  by  seibion  of. 
France  to  the  United  States,  by  the  treaty 
concluded  at  Paris,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of

th^united*^^  to  maintain  in  the  said  territories  the  au- 
^  "'^  thority  of  the  United  States,  employ  any 
part  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  the  force  authorised  by  an 
act  passed  the  third  day  of  March  last,  en- 
titled An  act  directing  a  detachment 
from  the  militia  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  erecting  certain  arsenals,"  which  he 
may  deem  necessary :  and  so  much  of  the 
sum  appropriated  by  the  said  act  as  may  be 
necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  effect ;  to 
be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That 
until  the  expiration  of  the  present  session 
of  Congress,  unless  provision  for  the  tem- 
porary government  of  the  said  territories  be 
sooner  made  by  Congress,  all  the  military, 
civil,  and  judicial  powers,  exercised  by  the 
officers  of  the  existing  government  of  the 
same,  shall  be  vested  in  such  person  and 
persons,  and  shall  be  exercised  in  such 
manner,  as  the  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  direct  for  maintaining  and 
protecting  the  inhabitants  of  Louisiana  in 
the  free  enjoyment  of  their  liberty,  property 
and  religion.

AN  ACT  authorising  the  creation  of  a 
stock,  to  the  amount  of  elcuen  millions 
two  hundred  and  ffty  thousand  dollars^ 
forjhe  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  con^oention  of  the  thirtieth  of  Aprils 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  threcy 
between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  French  Republic ;  and  making 
provision  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  * 
of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
convention  of  the  thirtieth  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three,  be- 
tween the  United  States  of  America,  and 
the  French  Republic,  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised,  to  ^ock created 
cause  to  be  constituted,  certificates  of  stock, 
signed  by  the  register  of  the  treasury, 
in  favor  of  the  French  Republic,  or  of  its  as- 
signees, for  the  sum  of  eleven  millions  two 
hundred  and  iifty  thousand  dollars,  beai'ing  Terms  of  ere-  . 
an  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  ationand  de- 
from  the  time  when  possession  of  Louisi- 
ana  shall  have  been  obtained,  in  conformity 
with  the  treaty  of  the  thirtieth  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three,  be- 
tween the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  French  Republic,  and  in  other  respects 
conformable  with  the  tenor  of  the  conven- 
tion aforesaid  ;  and  the  President  of  the 
United  States  is  authorised  to  cause  the 
said  certificates  of  stock  to  be  delivered  to 
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the  government  of  France,  or  to  such  per- 
son  or  persons,  as  shall  be  authorised  to  re- 
ceive them  in  three  months  ac  most,  after 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the 
treaty  aforesaid,  and  after  Louisiana  shall 
be  taken  possession  of  in  the  name  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States;  and  cre- 
dit, or  credits,  to  the  proprietors  thereof, 
shall  thereupon  be  entered  and  given  on  the 
books  of  the  treasury,  in  like  manner  as  for 
Funds  how  ^^^^  present  domestic  funded  debt,  v/hich 
truisfeiabie.  said  Credits  or  stock,  shall  thereafter  be 
transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the  trea- 
sury of  the  United  States,  by  the  proprie- 
tor or  proprietors  of  such  stock,  his,  her,  or 
their  attorney  :  And  the  faith  of  the  United 
States  is  hereby  pledged  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest,  and  for  the  reimbursement 
of  the  principal  of  the  said  stock,  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  the  said  con- 
vention. Provided  /joiuever.  That  the  se-

AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States^ 
during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  four, 

BE  it  enacted^  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That 
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for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  navy  of 
the  United  States,  during  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  four,  the  follow  ing 
sums  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are,  respec- 
tively appropriated,  that  is  to  say  : 

For  the  pay  and  subsistence  of  the  offi- 
cers, and  the  pay  of  the  seamen,  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty  four  thousand, three  hundred 
and  twenty  eight  dollars  : 

For  provisions,  one  hundred  and  twenty 
five  thousand,  five  hundred  and  eighteen 
dollars,  and  seventy  two  cents  : 

For  medicine,  instruments,  hospital  stores 
and  all  expenses  on  account  of  the  sick,  four 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy  five 
dollars : 

For  repairs  of  vessels,  store  rent,  and 
other  contingent  expenses,  one  hundred  and 
forty  four  thousand  dollars: 

For  the  purchase  of  ordnance,  and  other 
military  stores,  five  thousand  dollars  : 

For  the  expense  of  navy  yards,  docks 
and  other  improvements,  the  pay  of  super- 
kintendants,  store  keepers,  clerks  and  labor- 
ers, fifty  two  thousand  dollars :

That  ships  or  vessels,  which  on  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  December  last,  were  owned  by 
persons  then  residing  in  the  above  men- 
tioned territories,  and  who,  either  were  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  or  had  resided 
in  the  said  territories,  during  five  years  next 
preceding,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
and  privileges  of  ships  or  vessels  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  whilst  they  shall  continue  to  be 
wholly  owned  by  such  persons,  or  by  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States ;  Provided  ne- 
vertheless^ That  the  persons  claiming  such 
privileges  for  their  ships  or  vessels,  shall  in 
every  other  respect,  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  acts  for  registering,  recording 
enrolling  and  licensing  of  ships  or  vessels, 
and  who,  if  not  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  shall  have  previously  taken  an  oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  which 
oath  the  collector  of  the  port  is  hereby  au- 
thorised to  administer. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That 
so  much  of  any  act  or  acts  of  the  United 
States,  now  in  force,  or  which  may  be  here- 
after enacted,  concerning  the  bank  of  the 
United  States,  and  for  the  puniskment  of 
frauds  comm.itted  on  the  same  ;  for  the  re- 
lief of  sick  and  disabled  seamen  ;  for  the 
protection  of  American  seamen  ;  for  the  go- 
vernment and  regulation  of  seamen  in  the 
merchant  service  ;  and  for  preventing  the 
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exportation  of  goods  not  duly  inspected  ; 
shall  extend  to  and  have  full  force  and  ef- 
fect in  the  above  mentioned  territories. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That 
so  much  of  any  law  or  laws,  laying  any 
duties  on  the  importation  into  the  United 
States  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise 
from  the  said  territories  (or  allowing  draw- 
backs on  the  importation  of  the  same  from 
the  United  States  to  the  said  territories)  or 
respecting  the  commercial  intercourse  be-

tween  the  United  States  and  the  said  ter-^  regulations, 
ritories,  or  between  the  several  parts  of  the 
United  States  through  the  said  territories, 
which  is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  section,  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  is  repealed  ;  and  all  duties  on  the 
exportation  of  goods,  wares  and  merchan- 
dise from  the  said  territories,  as  well  as  ail 
duties  on  the  im.portation  of  goods,  v;ares, 
and  merchandise  into  the  said  territories, 
on  the  transfer  of  ships  or  vessels,  and  on 
the  tonnage  of  vessels,  other  than  those

ing by  the  levy  of  the  city  of  Ncav  Orleans, 
which  several  fees  and  charges  shall,  until 
otherwise  directed,  continue  to  be  paid  and 
applied  to  the  same  purposes  as  heretofore. 

Sec.  4,  And  be  it  further  enacted/Vhat^ 
to  the  end  that  the  laws  providing  for  the 
collection  of  the  duties  imposed,  by  law,  on 
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goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  imported 
into  the  United  States,  and  on  the  tonnage 
of  ships  and  vessels,  and  the  laws  respect- 
ing the  revenue  and  navigation  of  the  Unit- 
ed  States  may  be  carried  into  effect,  within 
the  said  territories,  the  territories  ceded  to 
the  United  States,  by  the  treaty  above  men- 
tioned, and  also  all  the  navigable  waters, 
rivers,  creeks,  bays,  and  inlets,  lying 
within  the  United  States,  which  empty  into

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J 5  E  it  enacted^  by  the  Senate  and  House 
3  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That 
the  town  of  Alexandria  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  divided  into  two  districts,  by  a  line 
running  east  and  west,  at  an  equal  distance 
between  King  and  Prince  streets,  begin-

CHAPTER  XXXVI.

in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been  inserted 
in  the  present  treaty,  and  it  shall  be  ratified  in 
the  same  form  and  in  the  same  time,  so  that 
the  one  shall  not  be  ratified  distinct  from  the 
other. 

Another  particular  convention  signed  at  the 
same  date  as  the  present  treaty  relative  to  a 
definitive  rule  between  the  contracting  parties 
is  in  the  like  manner  approved,  and  will  be 
ratified  in  th";  ^rame  form,  and  in  the  same 
time,  and  jointly.

Art.  XIII.  The  present  convention  shall 
be  ratified  in  good  and  due  form,  and  the  ra- 
tifications shall  be  exchanged  in  six  months 
from  the  date  of  the  signature  of  the  minis- 
ters plenipotentiary,  or  sooner  if  possible. 

IN  FAITH  OF  WHICH,  the  respedlive 
Ministers  plenipotentiary  have  signed  the 
above  articles  both  in  the  French  and 
English  languages,  declaring  nevertheless 
that  the  present  treaty  has  been  originally 
agreed  on  and  written  in  the  French  language ; 
to  which  they  have  hereunto  affixed  their 
seals.

Whereas  a  treaty  between  the  United  States  of  AmC' 
rica^  and  the  Kaskaskia  nation  of  Indians^  zuas 
concluded  and  signed^  on  the  thirteenth  day  of 
August  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  three^  and  was  dull)  ratified  and  confrmed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  on  the  twen- 
ty fourth  day  of  November  in  the  year  aforesaid^ 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
^     zvhich  treaty  is  in  the  words  folloxving^  to  zvit : 


A  TREATY 

BETWEEN  THE 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA, 

AND  THE 

KASKASKIA  TRIBE  OF  INDIANS. 

ARTICLES  of  a  treaty  made  at  Vincen- 
nes  in  the  Indiana  territory,  between  Wil- 
liam Henry  Harrison,  governor  of  the  said 
territory,  superintendant  of  Indian  affairs 
and  commissioner  plenipotentiary  of  the 
United  States  for  concluc'ing  any  treaty  or 
treaties  which  may  be  found  necessary  with 
any  of  the  Indian  tribes  north  west  of  the 
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river  Ohio  of  the  one  part,  and  the  head 
chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  Kaskaskia  tribe 
of  Indians  so  called,  but  which  tribe  is  the 
remains  and  rightfully  represent  all  the 
tribes  of  the  Illenois  Indians,  originally 
called  the  Kaskaskia,  Mitchigamia,  Caho- 
kia  and  Tccmaror  of  the  other  part. 

Article  1st.  Whereas  from  a  variety 
of  unfortunate  circumstances  the  several 
tribes  of  Illinois  Indians  are  reduced  to  a 
very  small  number,  the  remains  of  which 
have  been  long  consolidated  and  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Kaskaskia  tribe,  and  find- 
ing themselves  unable  to  occupy  the  exten- 
sive tract  of  country  which  of  right  belongs 
to  them  and  which  was  possessed  by  their 
ancestors  for  many  generations,  the  chiefs 
and  warriors  of  the  said  tribe  being  also 
desirous  of  procuring  the  means  of  im- 
provement in  the  arts  of  civilised  life,  and 
a  more  certain  and  efiectual  support  for 
their  women  and  children,  have,  for  the 
considerations  hereinafter  mentioned,  re- 
linquished and  by  these  presents  do  relin-  thrunUed 
quish  and  cede  to  the  United  States  all  the  States, 
lands  in  the  Illenois  country,  which  the 
said  tribe  has  heretofore  possessed,  or 
which  they  may  rightfully  claim,  reserving 
to  themselves  however  the  tract  of  about 
three  hundred  and  fifty  acres  near  the  town 
of  Kaskaskia,  which  they  have  always  held 
and  which  was  secured  to  them  by  the  act 
of  Congress  of  the  third  day  of  March  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety  one, 
and  also  the  right  of  locating  one  other 
tract  of  twelve  hundred  and  eighty  acres 
within  the  bounds  of  that  now  ceded,  which

Art.  2d.  The  United  States  will  take 
the  Kaskaskia  tribe  under  their  immediate 
care  and  patronage,  and  will  afford  them  ^ 
protection  as  effectual  against  the  other  In- 
dian tribes  and  against  all  other  persons 
whatever  as  is  enjoyed  by  their  own  citi- 
zens. And  the  said  Kaskaskia  tribe  do 
hereby  engage  to  refrain  from  making  war 
or  giving  any  insult  or  offence  to  any  other 
Indian  tribe  or  to  any  foreign  nation,  with- 
out having  first  obtained  the  approbation 
and  consent  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  3d.  The  annuity  heretofore  given 
by  the  United  States  to  the  said  tribe  shall 
be  increased  to  one  thousand  dollars,  which 
is  to  be  paid  to  them  either  in  money,  mer- 
chandise, provisions  or  domestic  animals, 
at  the  option  of  the  said  tribe :  and  when 
the  said  annuity  or  any  part  thereof  is  paid 
in  merchandise,  it  is  to  be  delivered  to 
them  either  at  Vincennes,  Fort  Massac  or 
Kaskaskia,  and  the  first  cost  of  the  goods 
in  the  sea  port  where  they  may  be  procured 
is  alone  to  be  charged  to  the  said  tribe  free 
from  the  cost  of  transportation,  or  any 
other  contingent  expense.  Whenever  the 
said  tribe  may  chuse  to  receive  money, 
provisions  or  domestic  animals  fur  the 
whole  or  in  part  of  the  said  annuity,  tlie 
same  shall  be  delivered  at  the  tov/n  of  Kas- 
kaskia. The  United  States  will  also  cause 
to  be  built  a  house  suitable  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  chief  of  the  said  tribe,  and 
will  enclose  for  their  use  a  field  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  acres  with  a  good  and 
sufficient  fence.    And  v)bcreas  the  greater 
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part  of  the  said  tribe  have  been  baptised 
and  received  into  the  Catholic  church  to 
which  they  are  much  attached,  the  United 
States  will  give  annually  for  seven  years 
one  hundred  dollars  towards  the  support  of 
a  priest  of  that  religion,  who  will  engage  to 
perform  for  the  said  tribe  the  duties  of  his 
office  and  also  to  instruct  as  many  of  their 
children  as  possible  in  the  rudiments  of 
literature.  And  the  United  States  will 
further  give  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars to  assist  the  said  tribe  in  the  erection 
of  a  church.  The  stipulations  made  in  this 
and  the  preceding  article,  together  with  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  and  eighty  dollars, 
which  is  now  paid  or  assured  to  be  paid 
for  the  said  tribe  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
curing some  necessary  articles,  and  to  re- 
lieve them  from  debts  which  they  have 
heretofore  contracted,  is  considered  as  a 
full  and  ample  compensation  for  the  relin- 
quishment made  to  the  United  States  in  the 
first  article. 

Art.  4th.  The  United  States  reserve  to 
themselves  the  right  at  any  future  period 
of  dividing  the  annuity  now  promised  to 
the  said  tribe  amongst  the  several  families 
thereof,  reserving  always  a  suitable  sum 
for  the  great  chief  and  his  family. 

Art.  5th.  And  to  the  end  that  the  Unit- 
ed States  may  be  enabled  to  fix  with  the 
other  Indian  tribes  a  boundary  between 
their  respective  claims,  the  chiefs  and  head 
warriors  of  the  said  Kaskaskia  tribe  do 
hereby  declare  that  the  rightful  claim  is  as

Whereas  a  treaty  between  the  United  States  of  AmC' 
rica  and  the  Eel  River ^  Wyandot^  Pienkashnxv, 
Kaskaskia  and  Kickapoos  nations  of  Indians^  was 
concluded  and  signed  on  the  seventh  day  of  Au- 
gust one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three ^  and 
xvas  duly  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  on  the  txventy  fifth  day  of 
JSloDember  in  the  year  aforesaid^  by  and  xvith  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  which  treaty  is 
in  the  words  following  y  to  wit: 

AT  a  council  holden  at  Vincennes  on  the 
seventh  day  of  August  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  three  under  the  direction  of 
William  Henry  Harrison,  governor  of  the 
Indiana  territory,  superintendant  of  Indian 
affairs,  and  commissioner  plenipotentiary 
of  the  United  States  for  concluding  any 
treaty  or  treaties  which  may  be  found  ne- 
cessary with  any  of  the  Indian  nations 
north  west  of  the  river  Ohio,  at  which  were 
present  the  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the  Eel 
River,  Wyandot,  Pienkashaw  and  Kaskas- 
kia  nations,  and  also  the  tribe  of  the  Kick- 
apoos, by  their  representatives,  the  chiefs 
of  the  Eel  River  nation.

ARTICLES  of  a  treaty  made  at  Fort

affairs  and  commissioner  plenipotentiary  of 
the  United  States  for  concluding  any  treaty 
or  treaties  which  may  be  found  necessary 
with  any  of  the  Indian  tribes  north  west  of 
the  Ohio,  of  the  one  part  and  the  tribes  of 
Indians  called  the  Delawares,  Shawanoes, 
Putawatimies,  Miamies  and  Kickapoos  by 
their  chiefs  and  head  warriors,  and  those  of 
the  Eel  River,  Weeas,  Piankashaws  and  Kas-' 
kaskias  by  their  agents  and  representatives 
Tuthinipee,Winnemac,  Richewille  and  Lit- 
tle Turtle  (who  are  properly  authorised  by 
the  said  tribes)  of  the  other  part. 

Article  1st.  Whereas  it  is  declared  by 
the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Green- 
ville,  that  the  United  States  reserve  for 
their  use  the  post  of  St.  Vincennes  and  all 
the  lands  adjacent  to  which  the  Indian  ti- 
tles had  been  extinguished.

of  locating  three  tracts  of  land  (of  such 
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size  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  last 
mentioned  tribes)  on  the  main  road  between 
Vincennes  and  Kaskaskias,  and  one  other 
between  Vincennes  and  Clarksville  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  houses  of  entertain- 
ment for  the  accommodation  of  travellers. 
But  it  is  expressly  understood  that  if  the 
said  locations  are  made  on  any  of  the  rivers, 
which  cross  the  said  road  and  ferries 
should  be  established  on  the  same,  that  in 
times  of  high  water  any  Indian  or  Indians 
belonging  to  either  of  the  tribes  who  are 
parties  to  the  treaty  sh.dl  have  the  privi- 
lege of  crossing  such  ferry  toll  free. 

Ar  r.  5th.  Whereas  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  if  the  boundary  lines  of  the 
tract  described  in  the  first  article  should 
be  run  in  the  manner  therein  directed,  that 
some  of  the  settlements  and  locations  of 
land  made  by  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  will  fall  in  the  Indian  country — It 
is  hereby  agreed  that  such  alterations  shall 
be  made  in  the  direction  of  the  said  lines 
as  will  include  them;  and  a  quantity  of 
land  equal  in  quantity  to  what  may  be  thus 
taken  shall  be  given  to  the  said  tribes  either 
at  the  east  or  the  west  end  of  the  tract.

President  of  the  United  States  on  the  twentij  fifth 
day  of  November  in  the  year  aforesaid^  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate^  which 
treaty  is  in  the  words  following  ^  to  zvit : 

TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME, 

KNOW  YE,  That  the  undersigned  com- 
missioners plenipotentiary  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  of  the  one  part,  and  of 
the  whole  Choctaw  nation  of  the  other  part, 
being  duly  authorised  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  and  by  the  chiefs  and 
headmen  of  the  said  nation,  do  hereby  es- 
tablish in  conformity  to  the  convention  of 
Fort  Confederation,  for  the  line  of  demar- 
kation  recognised  in  the  said  convention, 
the  following  metes  and  bounds,  viz  :  Be- 
ginning in  the  channel  of  the  Hatchee  Co- 
mesa,  or  Wax  river,  at  the  point  ^rhere  the 
line  of  limits,  between  the  United  States 
and  Spain  crosseth  the  same,  thence  up  the 
^ihannel  of  said  river  to  the  confluence  of 
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the  Chickasaw- Hay  and  Buck  ha  tannee 
rivers,  thence  up  the  channel  of  the  Buck 
ha  tannee  to  Bogue  Hooma  or  Red  creek, 
thence  up  the  said  creek  to  a  Pine  tree 
Stan  ling  on  the  left  bank  of  the  same,  and 
blazed  on  two  of  its  sides,  about  twelve 
links  south  west  of  an  old  trading  path,, 
leading  from  the  town  of  Mobile  to  the  He- 
V.  anee  towns  much  worn,  but  not  in  use  at 
the  present  time  : — From  this  tree  we  find

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  An  act  to  make  provision 
for  persons  that  have  been  disabled  by  known 
wounds  received  in  the  actual  service  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  during-  the  revolutionary  rvar. 

BE  it  enacted^  by  the  Sena-te  and  House  of 
Representatives  offh^  United  States  of 
America^  in  Congress  cfssembled,  That  the 
provisicns  contained  in  the  first  section  of 
"An  act  to  make  provision  for  persons 
that  have  been  disabled  by  known  wounds, 
received  in  the  actual  service  of  the  United 
Spates,  during  the  revolutionary  war," 
passed  the  third  day  of  March,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  three,  are  hereby 
extended  to  all  those  persons  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  Vvho,  in  consequence 
of  their  disability  by  known  wounds,  re- 
ceived in  actual  service  during  the  revolu- 
tionary war,  resigned  their  commissions,  or

ll^KSOLVED  hy  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  oj  the  United  States  of 
America^  in  Congress  assembled^  two  thirds 
of  both  Houses  concurring,  That  in  lieu  of 
2  X 
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the  third  paragraph  of  the  first  se£lion  of 
the  second  article  of  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  the  following  be  proposed  as 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  which  when  ratified  by  three 
fourths  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several 
states,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, as  part  of  the  said  constitution,  to 
wit : 

The  eledlors  shall  meet  in  their  respec- 
tive states,  and  vote  by  ballot  for  President 
and  Vice-President,  one  of  whom,  at  least, 
shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state 
with  themselves ;  they  shall  name  in  their 
ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  President, 
and  in  distind  ballots  the  person  voted  for 
as  Vice-President,  and  they  shall  make  dis- 
tinct lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  Presi- 
dent, and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  Vice- 
President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for 
each,  which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certi- 
fy, and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  go- 
verninent  of  the  United  States,  dire6\ed  to 
the  President  of  the  Senate  ;  the  President 
of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open 
all  the  certificates  and  the  votes  shall  then  be 
counted  ;  The  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President,  shall  be  the 
President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed  ; 
and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then 
from  the  persons  having  the  highest  num- 
bers not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those 
voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives shall  choose  immediately,  by 
ballot,  the  President.  But  in  choosing  the 
President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states, 
the  representation  from  each  state  having; 
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one  vote  ;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall 
consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two- 
thirds  of  the  states,  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
not  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of 
choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the 
fourth  day  of  March  next  followino;,  then 
the  Vice-President  shall  acl  as  President,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitu- 
tional disability  of  the  President. 

The  person  having  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  as  Vice-President,  shall  be  the 
Vice-President,  if  such  number  be  a  majo- 
ritj  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  ap- 
.pointed,  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority, 
then  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the 
list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent ;  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  con- 
sist of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of 
Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible 
to  the  office  of  President  shall  be  eligible  to 
that  of  Vice-President  of  the  United  States.

WHEREAS  a  treaty  between  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  the  Piankeshaw 
Tribe  of  Indians  was  concluded  and  signed 
at  Vincennes  m  the  Indiana  territory,  on 
the  twenty  seventh  day  of  August  last  past, 
and  was  duly  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  on  the 
tv/enty-first  day  of  January  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
five,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  which  treaty  is  in  the  words 
following,  to  wit :  — 

:A  Treaty  between  the  United  States  of 
America^  and  the  Piankeshaw  tribe  of 
Indians^ 

The  President  of  the  United  States,  by 
William  Henry  Harrison,  Governor  of  the 
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Indiana  territory,  superintendant  of  Indian 
affairs^  and  commissioner  plenipotentiary 
of  the  United  States,  for  concluding  any 
treaty  or  treaties  which  may  be  found  ne- 
cessary with  any  of  the  Indian  tribes  North 
West  of  the  river  Ohio  ;  and  the  chiefs 
and  head  men  of  the  Piankeshavv  tribe, 
have  agreed  to  the  following  articles,  which 
when  ratified  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
said  parties. 

Article  1st.  The  Piankeshaw tribe  re- 
linquishes, and  cedes  to  the  United  States  p;^;l"uJue4 
for  ever,  all  that  tract  of  country  which  lies  states, 
between  the  Ohio  and  Wabash  rivers,  and 
below  Clark's  grant  and  the  tract  called 
the  Vincennes  tract,  which  was  ceded  by 
the  treaty  of  Fort  Wavne,  and  aline  con- 
necting the  said  tract  and  grant,  to  be  drawn 
parallel  to  the  general  course  of  the  road 
leading  from  Vincennes  to  the  falls  of  the 
Ohio,  so  as  not  to  pass  more  than  half  a 
mile  to  the  northward  of  the  most  norther- 
ly bend  of  said  road. 

Article  2.    The  Piankeshaw  tribe  ac- 
knowledges explicitly  the  right  of  the  Kas-  t^Tftt' 
kaskia  tribe  to  sell  the  country  which  they  r^yt  of  the

Article  3,  An  additional  amiuity  of 
two  hundred  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  the 
United  States  to  the  said  tribe  for  ten 
years,  in  money,  merchandise,  provisions 
or  domestic  animals,  and  implements  of 
husbandry  at  the  option  of  the  said  tribe, 
and  this  annuity  together  with  goods  to  the 
amount  of  seven  hundred  dollars  which 
are  now  delivered  to  them  by  the  commis- 
sioner  of  the  United  States,  is  considered 
as  a  full  compensation  for  the  above  menti- 
oned relinquishment. 

Article  4.  The  United  States  re- 
serve to  themselves,  the  right  of  dividing 
the  whole  annuity  which  they  pay  to  the  said 
tribe  amongst  the  families  which  compose 
the  same ;  allowing  always  a  due  proportion 
for  the  chiefs.  And  the  said  cniefs  whene- 
ver the  President  of  the  United  States  may 
require  it,  shall  upon  proper  notice  being 
given,  assemble  their  tribe,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  eifecting  this  arrangement.

The  Delaware  tribe  of  Indians  finding 
that  the  annuity  which  ihey  receive  from 
the  United  States  is  not  sufticient  to  supply 
them  with  the  articles  which  are  necessary 
for  their  comfort  and  convenience,  and  af- 
ford  the  means  of  introducing  amongst

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them  the  arts  of  civilized  life,  and  being 
convinced  that  die  exteiisiveness  of  the

Art.  3.  As  there  is  great  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  there  are  now  in  the  possession  of  stolen  horfes 
the  said  tribe,  several  horses  which  have  to  be  rcAorcd. 
been  stolen  from  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  the  chiefs  who  represent  the  siid 
tribe  are  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to 
have  ttie  said  horses  forthwith  delivered  to 
the  superintendant  of  Indian  affairs  or 
such  persons  as  he  may  appoint  to  receive 
them.  And  as  the  United  States  can  place 
the  utmost  reliance  on  the  honor  and  integ- 
rity of  those  chiefs  who  have  manifested  a 
punctilious  regard  to  the  engagements  en- 
tered into  at  the  treaty  of  Grenville, 
it  is  agreed  that  in  relation  to  such  of 
the  horses  stolen  as  aforesaid,  but  which 
have  died  or  been  removed  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  chiefs,  the  United  States 
will    compensate    the    owners    for  the 
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loss  of  them  without  dedu(?\ing  from  the 
annuity  of  the  said  tribe  the  amount  of 
what  may  be  paid  in  this  way.  But  it  is 
expressly  understood  that  this  provision  is 
not  to  extend  to  any  horses  which  have  been 
stolen  within  the  course  of  twelve  months 
preceding  the  date  hereof. 

The  said  tribe  having  exhibit- 
ed to  the  above  named  commissioner  of  the 
Right  of  the  United  States  sufficient  proof  of  their 
land»7&cV^  right  to  all  the  country  which  lies  between 
the  Ohio  and  White  river,  and  the  Miami 
tribe  who  were  the  original  proprietors  of 
the  upper  part  of  that  country  having  ex- 
plicitly acknowledged  the  title  of  the  Dela- 
wares  at  the  general  council  held  at  Fort 
Wayne  in  the  month  of  June  1803,  the 
said  United  States  will  in  future  consider 
the  Delawares  as  the  rightful  owners  of  all 
the  country  which  is  bounded  by  the  White 
river  on  the  north,  the  Ohio  on  the 
south,  the  general  boundary  line  running 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Kentucky  river  on 
the  east,  and  the  tra6l  ceded  by  this  treaty, 
and  that  ceded  by  the  treaty  of  Fort  Wayne, 
on  the  west  and  south  west. 

Art.  5.  As  the  Piankeshaw  tribe  have 
Stipulation  hitherto  obstinately  persisted  in  refusing  to 
tha:  the  u.  s.  rccognizc  the  title  of  the  Delawares  to  the 
iTaPianir'^^  tr  a  a  of  country  ceded  by  this  treaty,  the 
ftaws 'or  an  Uiiitcd  Statcs  will  negociate  wiih  them, 
n^en^n^t^eir  ^^^^^  cudcavor  to  Settle  the  matter,  in  an 
part  ot  the  ti  amiCahle  way,  but  should  they  reject  the 
lawarel^o  fnd  propositious  that  may  be  made  to  thern  on 
ceded  by  this  this  subje^l,  and  should  the  United  States 
treaty.  j^^^^  think  proper  to  take  possession  of  the 
said  country  without  their  consent ;  the

Art.  6.  As  the  road  from  Vincennes 
to  Clark's  grant  will  form  a  very  incon-  Boundariei, 
venient  boundary,  and  as  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  parties  to  these  presents  that  the 
whole  of  the  said  road  shall  be  vi^ithin  the 
tra6l  ceded  to  the  United  States,  it  is  agreed 
that  the  boundary  in  that  quarter  shall  be  a 
straight  line  to  be  drawn  parallel  to  the 
course  of  the  said  road  from  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  tra6\s  ceded  by  the  treaty 
of  Fort  Wayne  to  Clark's  grant,  but  the 
said  line  is  not  to  pass  at  a  greater  distance 
than  half  a  mile  from  the  most  northerly 
bend  of  said  road.

A  PROCLAMATION. 


WHEREAS  a  treaty  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America  and  the  united  tribes 
of  Sac  and  Fox  Indians  was  concluded  and 
signed  on  the  third  day  of  November  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  four,  and  was 
duly  ratified  and  conlirmed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  on  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  January  following,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  which 
treaty  is  in  the  words  following  to  wit, 

A  treaty  bct%veen  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica and  the  united  tribes  of  Sac  and 
Fox  Indians, 

Articles  of  a  treaty  made  at  St. 
Louis  in  the  distri6l  of  Louisiana  be- 
tween William  Henry  Harrison,  governor 
of  the  Indiana  territory  and  of  the  distri6l 
of  Louisiana,  superintendant  of  Indian  af- 
fairs for  the  said  territory  and  distrift,  and 
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commissioner  plenipotentiary  of  the  United 
States  for  concluding  any  treaty  or  trea- 
ties which  may  be  found  necessary  with  any 
of  the  north-western  tribes  of  Indians  of 
the  one  part,  and  the  chiefs  and  head  men 
of  the  united  Sac  and  Fox  tribes  of  the 
other  part. 

Article  1.  The  United  States  receive 
the  united  Sac  and  Fox  tribes  into  their  p^^g^*"^^^^ 
friendship  and   protection,  and    the  said  under  protcc. 
tribes  agree  to  consider  themselves  under  f-'^on  of  the  u* 
the  prote6lion  of  the  United  States  and  of  ^* 
no  other  power  whatsoever. 

Art.  2.  The  general  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  lands  of  the  United  States  and  of  Boundaries, 
the  said  Indian  tribes  shall  be  as  follows, 
to  wit  :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Mis- 
souri river  opposite  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Gasconade  river  i  thence  in  a  dired  course 
so  as  to  strike  the  river  Jeffreon  at  the  dis- 
tance of  thirty  miles  from  its  mouth  and 
down  the  said  Jeffreon  to  the  Mississippi, 
thence  up  the  Mississippi  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Owsconsing  river  and  up  the  same  to  a 
point  which  shall  be  thirty-six  miles  in  a  di- 
rect line  from  the  mouth  of  the  said  river, 
thence  by  a  dire61  line  to  the  point  where 
the  Fox  river  (a  branch  of  the  Illinois)  leaves 
the  small  lake  called  Sakaegan,  thence  down 
the  Fox  river  to  the  Illinois  river,  and  down 
the  same  to  the  Mississippi.  And  the  said 
tribes  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  friend- 
ship and  protedlion  of  the  United  States 
which  is  now  extended  to  them,  of  the 
goods  (to  the  value  of  two  thousand  two 
hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  fifty 
cents)  which  are  now  delivered,  and  of  ihe 
annuity  hereinafter  stipulated  to  be  paid  do

hereb5^cecle  and  relinquish  forever  to  the 
United  States,  all  the  lands  included  within 
the  above  described  boundary. 

Aft.  3.  In  consideration  of  the  cession 
and  relinquishment  of  land  made  in  the  pre- 
ceding article,  the  United  States  will  deliver 
to  the  said  tribes  at  the  town  of  St.  Louis 
or  some  other  convenient  place  on  the  Mis- 
sissipppi  yearly  and  every  year  goods 
suited  to  the  circumstances  of  the  Indians 
of  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  (  six 
hundred  of  which  are  intended  for  the  Sac's, 
and  four  hundred  for  the  Fox's)  reckoning 
that  value  at  the  first  cost  of  the  goods  in 
the  city  or  place  in  the  United  States  where 
they  shall  be  procured.  And  if  the  said 
tribes  shall  hereafter  at  an  annual  delivery 
of  the  goods  aforesaid,  desire  that  a  part  of 
their  annuity  should  be  furnished  in  domes- 
tic animals,  implements  of  husbandry  and 
other  utensils  convenient  for  them,  or  irk 
compensation  to  useful  artificers  who  may 
reside  Vv'ith  or  near  them,  and  be  employed 
for  their  benefit,  the  same  shall  at  the  sub- 
sequent annual  delivery  be  furnished  ac- 
cordingly. 

Art.  4.  The  United  States  will  never 
interrupt  the  said  tribes  in  the  possession  of 
the  lands  which  they  rightfully  claim,  but 
will  on  the  contrary  protect  them  in  the 
quiet  enjoyment  of  the  same  against  their 
own  citizens  and  against  all  other  white 
persons  who  may  intrude  upon  them.  And 
the  said  tribes  do  ht^reby  engage  that  they 
will  never  sell  their  lands  or  any  part  there- 
of to  any  sovereign  power,  nor  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States. 
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Art.  5.    Least  the  friendship  \vhich  is  Pnvatc  re' 
now  established  between  the  United  States  Jadion  for^'"*' 
and  the  said  Indian  tribes  should  be  inter-  injuries  for. 
rupted  by  the  nriiscondiia  of  individuals  it 
is  hereby  agreed  that  for  injuries  done  by  bo  h  fides  to 
individuals  no  private  revenge  or  retaliation  ll^^^^''^^^''' ■ 
shall  take  place   but  instead  thereof  com-  ed.^^ccording 
plaints  shall  be  made  by  the  party  injured  to 
the  other— by  the  said  tribes  or  either  of 
them  to  the  superintendant  of  Indian  affairs 
or  one  of  his  deputies  and  by  the  super- 
intendant or  other  person  appointed  by  the 
President,  to  the  chiefs  of  the  said  tribes. 
And  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  chiefs 
upon  complaint  being  made  as  aforesaid  to 
deliver  up  the  person  or  persons  against 
whom  the  complaint  is  made  to  the  end 
that  he  or  they  may  be  punished  agreeably 
to  the  laws  of  the  state  or  territory  where 
the  offence  may  have  been  committed  ;  and 
in  like  manner  if  any  robbery   violence  or 
murder  shall  be  committed  on  any  Indian  or 
Indians  belonging  to  the  said  tribes  or 
either  of  them,  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending  shall  be  tried  and  if  found  guilty 
punished  in  the  like  manner  as  if  the  injury 
had  been  done  to  a  white  man.     And  it  is 
further  agreed,  that  the  chiefs  of  the  Siiid

said  tribes  a  sum  equal  to  the  value  of  the 
property  which  has  been  stolen.  And  the 
United  States  hereby  guarantee  to  any 
Indian  or  Indians  of  the  said  tribes  a  full 
indemnification  for  any  horses  or  other  pro- 
perty which  may  be  stolen  from  them  by  any 
of  their  citizens;  provided  that  the  property 
so  stolen  cannot  be  recovered  and  that  suf- 
ficient proof  is  produced  that  it  was  actually 
stolen  by  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  6.  If  any  citizen  of  the  United 
States  or  other  white  person  should  form  a 
settlement  upon  lands  which  are  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Sac  and  Fox  tribes  upon  com- 
plaint being  made  thereof  to  the  superin- 
tendant  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Indians,  such  intruder  shall 
forthwith  be  removed. 

Art.  7.  As  long  as  the  lands  which  are 
now  ceded  to  the  United  States  remain  their 
property,  the  Indians  belonging  to  the  said 
tribes  shall  enjoy  the  privilege  of  living  and 
huntmg  upon  them. 

Art.  8.  As  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  regulating  trade  and  intercourse  with 
the  Indian  tribes  are  already  extended  to 
the  country  inhabited  by  the  Saukes  and 
Foxes,  and  as  it  is  provided  by  those  laws 
that  no  person  shall  reside  as  a  trader  in  the 
Indian  country  without  a  license  under  the 
hand  and  seal  of  the  superintendant  of  Indian 
affairs  or  other  person  appointed  for  the 
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purpose  by  the  President,  the  said  tribes 
do  promise  and  agree  that  they  will  not 
suffer  any  trader  to  reside  amongst  them 
without  such  license  ;  and  that  they  Vv  ill 
from  time  to  time  give  notice  to  the  super- 
intendant  or  to  the  agent  for  their  tribes  of 
all  the  traders  that  may  be  in  their  country. 

Art.  9.  In  order  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
abuses  and  impositions  which  are  practised  Tradoighoufe 
upon  the  said  tribes  by  the  private  traders,  be  caabUflied. 
the  United  States  will  at  a  convenient  time 
establish  a  trading  house  or  fadlory  v»^here 
the  individuals  of  the  said  tribes  can  be  sup- 
plied with  goods  at  a  more  reasonable  rate 
than  they  have  been  accustomed  to  procure 
them.

a  military  post  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Ouisconsing  river  and  as  the  land  on  the 
lower  side  of  the  river  may  not  be  suitable 
for  that  purpose  the  said  tribes  hereby 
agree  that  a  fort  may  be  built  either  on  the 
upper  side  of  the  Ouisconsing  or  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  as  the  one  or 
the  other  may  be  found  most  convenient, 
and  a  tract  of  land  not  exceeding  two  miles 
square  sliall  be  given  for  that  purpose.
